THE GREAT WHEAT BELT 
(Continued) 


The Town of Edmonton, : 

The town ie situated on the north 
bank of the Saskatchewan river and 
overlooks the valley fron-a height of 
about 200 feet. The vatley at “‘this 
point is about a mile vide and thei river 
trom eight hundred to a thousand feet. 

* For beauty of situation Edmonton is 
not excelled in the wegt. As both 
climate and situation are healtbful, 
and being in the centre of a rieth farm- 
iaz couatry living is cheap, it has 
become a desirable place of residence. 
Since the incorporation of the town 
every effort has been made to im- 
prove these conditions. There are 
seven miles of graded streets, ten 
miles of Sidewa)lks,and a first class fire 
proteciion service which: includes a 
sterm fire engine and all modern 
appliances. In 1902 the town decided 
to take over the electric light plant 
and install a waterworks and sewer“ 
age system under municro2] control 
The new electric light service is now 
complete and in full running order. 
The capacity is 450 horse. power, capr 
able of carrving 5,000 lights. The 
light is excellen: and the rates mod- 
erate, At present 2,000 lights are car- 
ried. The same power amswers ior 
both waterworks and electric light. 
Water is taken from the river, and 
will be distributed from a water tower 
under ordinary circumstances, and 
by direct pressure in cuse Ci fire. The 
water and sewer svstems are about 
half installed and will be compieied 
during the coming summer. There 
will be four and a half miles of water 
pipes and fovr mi'es of sewer pipes 
when the present system is completed. 
Both are capable «_ ajl necessary ex- 
tensions. Water is taken from .he 
Saskatchewan so that the supply is 
inexhanstible and as the river is chiefly 
glacier Ged it is beyond question as to 
guality. Edmonicn is the oniy town in 
the west to have both electric light 
and waterworks under municipal con- 
trol. The coat of the electric lighi 
system is $45,000 and of the warter- 
works and seweraige $80,000 and $60,- 
000 respectively. ‘Dhere is a complete 
telephene system, which serves not 
only the adjoining towns co. Strath- 
coma and St. Alvert but extends to 
Leduc, 20 miles south, Morinville, 20 
miles north, and Riviere Qui Barre, 20 
miles northwesc. Poles are now heing 
gotien out for a line to Fort Saskat- 

‘ chewan, eighteen miles down the river. 
There are at this date, March, 1903, 
in ali 20) telephones on tbe system, of 
which 153 are in Edmonton.
